Sheriff Davis has come to the 


conclusion that these three persons 
are in conduction with the trio 
from Deercreek-twp held in the 
jail since last week when their ar- 
rest was brought about by Deputy 
Sheriff Carl Porter after a sweep- 
ing investigation of the numerous 
thefts going on in the 
county's

The Columbus trio denied known- 


ing Otis Speakman, Andrew Estep 
and Mrs. James O. Speakman, but 
Davis says that as soon as the 
two women saw each other a glow 
of recognition passed over their 
faces Authorities are still search- 
ing for James Stewart who escap- 
ed from his Deercreek-twp home 
just before the officers arrived to 
arrest him. 


Thefts of between $8,000 and 


$10,000 worth of goods have been 
cleared up by the arrests it is 
thought. Between 54,000 and $5.- 
000 worth of goods has already 
been identified by 12 owners of 
cottages which have been burglar- 
ized. Eight or nine residences in 
Ross-co have been robbed, two at 
Middleport and several in south- 
ern Franklin-co and Davis hangs 
nearly all the jobs on this ring 


—which is thought to have been 


broken by the arrest of the six per- 
sons now held.

Republic, Sept. 5.—The cataclysm 
of death which rode a path of de- 
vastation, hunger and suffering 
laid by a terrific hurricane across 
the city and Dominican Republic 
left approximately 1,000 fatalities 
in its wake and 2,500 injuned, ac- 
cording to today's estimates 


GROPE IN DARK 


A day and night of groping by 


native rescue squads amidst the 
appalling ruins and scenes of hor- 
ror revealed that the four-hour 
s t o r m 
of unprecedented fury 


which roared out or tne Caribbean 
on Wednesday demolished three 
fourths of the city, destroying po- 
wer and water plants. Even great- 
er disaster was feared on penetra- 


tion into the unreported inland 
provinces. 


President Rafael Trujillo, per- 


sonaly directhng first relief 
at- 


tempts, 
issued an 
official an- 


nouncement estimating 
the dead 


at 800 and injured at 900. It was 
expected however, that the casual- 
ty list would be greatly augument- 
ed as rescue workers progressed m 
tteir tasks of extracting victims 
from the shambles of a city in 
ruins. 


The stunned inhabitants over- 


whelmed by the catastrophe, wan- 
dered over the debris in shocked 
silence, hungry and thirsty. Mar- 
tial law regulated every move- 
ment, with the entire Dominican 
army on duty to maintain order 
and assist in rescue work. Sporadic 
looting was reported from various 
quarters, but in the main the pop- 
ulation remained orderly. 


FEAR DISEASE 


The difficult work of feeding al- 


most 50,000 persons was valiantly 
attempted 
by the government, 


now hopefully awaiting the arrival 
of relief expeditions on the way 
here from neighboring lands.The 
storm, contaminated a large part 
of the city's drinking water and 
wiped out a good deal of the ready 
food supply, raising the 
accom- 


panying spectre cf disease in the 
midst of an already death-strick- 
en vicimtv.
